these long pédigrees. The truth is that 
in England’ there are not at this moment 
half a dozen families who can trace their 
descent from the companions of William 
the Conqueror in a direct line, though, if 
we believe some of the family histories, 
the followers of William I. must have been 
more than the sands of the seashore. The 
early. part of the history of the Howards 
is the weakest part of the writing of the 
author. Her two volumes run to more 
than six hundred pages, and it was with 
a shock that we saw on Page 35 that we 
were already at the fifteenth century. 
The first Duke of Norfolk fought and 
died by the side of Richard on the field of 
Bosworth. The Duke tried to make a 
movement to encircle Henry s left wing, 
but the War! of Oxford was too much for 
him.

VIII ”, for it gives most interesting de- 
tails on the scale of living from the year 
1526 to 1527. Certainly hospitality was 
practised on a right royal scale, for we 
find that on December 30th, 1526, there 
were fourteen gueste and their thirty 
servants stopping in the house, and in 
addition there were present no fewer thar 
two hundred persons from the country 
side. 
The Earl of Surrey gained the @ecisive 
victory of Flodden Field, where the flower 
of the Scots nobility perished. As a re- 
ward for his services the dukedom, of 
which the Howards had been deprived by 
the victor of Bosworth, was restored. The 
Earl of Surrey or the Duke of Norfolk 
had two sons, Lord Edward and Lord 
Thomas Howard, and they in turn dis- 
tinguished themselves by their valour 
against Sir Andrew Barton, the famous 
pirate. The British Navy, as we all know, 
is largely the creation of Henry VIII. 
At the same time, it is clear that before 
his days our shores were infested with 
pirates. Indeed, if we come to a far later 
date, Strafford, on his way to Dublin, was 
almost taken captive. by. the pirates of 
— 

uring the first half of the seventeenth 
century the shores of the South of Ireland 
were seldom free from these pests. We 
can, therefore, well believe that the shores 
of England stood in danger in the rear 
1511 from the activities of Sir Andrew 
Barton, a Scots naval] captain, who held a 
roving commission from James IV. to re- 
cover a debt due to him by the Portuguese. 
Barton was not particular in confining his 
attentions to Portuguese ships, and the 
result was that merchantmen complained 
of his doings. These complaints were 
coldly received by the Royal Council. 
Moved with indignation, the Duke of Nor- 
folk declared that “ while he had an estate 
to furnish a ship, or a son capable to com- 
mand one, the narrow seas should not be 
infested, ” by Sir Andrew Berton or any 
other. He fitted out two ships, putting his 
two sons in command of them. 
Miss Richardson stirs us by her account 
of the encounter. A ballad on Barton. 
who lost his life, begins thus: “ Lord 
Howard then a letter wrote, and sealed it 
with a seale and ring.” This very ring, 
we learn, which is now at Arundel Castle, 
is an old Roman one, and on it is cut the 
Blanch Lion of Mowbrar, a badge which 
had been used by John. first Duke of 
Norfolk. 
Thomas, fourth Duke of Norfolk, was 
appointed by Elizabeth to preside over the 
commission which sat in order to investi- 
gate the charges against the unfortunate 
Mary Queen of Scots.

seeks to achieve in these “ Vignettes,’ her 
method being to describe the inspection 
of some notable places in the City; yet 
with such art does she handle her two 
characters that she has evolved. so to 
speak, an inchoate novel. We are intro- 
duced first to one Cordelia Wellbeloved, 
who is an elderly spinster of highly sensi- 
tive imagination. In a visit to Madame 
Tussaud’s the lady is suddenly accosted 
by a mysterious, and somewhat loquacious. 
stranger, who seems to own a “ suniess 
treasury’ of recondite knowledge. 
This man, who constitutes the problem 
of the narrative, is reticent concerning 
himself, though he intimates that ‘joking 
is his profesion He makes an un- 
accountable disappearance, but later she 
again encounters him in the courtyard of 
the old Grey Coat Hospital. When asked 
his name he furnishes the suggestive one 
of Lemure. His close and lively descrip- 
tions make his companion feel as if trans- 
lated bodily to the magic “days that are 
no more.” The nair subsequently go to 
see the Temple. where the “ thick-coming 
fancies’’ aroused in her by Lemure’s dis- 
course produce their effect on Cordelia, go 
that she draws a deep breath of relief on 
emerging into Fountain Court, bright 
with the sunshine of to-day.” 
Cordelia’s mind is continually being 
influenced by Lemure in an uncanny 
manner, and in Covent Garden nine poor 
“amie souls’ engaged in the prosaic task 
of shelling peas become, for her, spell- 
weaving sybils.

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SOME NEW ESSAYS. 

lt is a distinct pleasure to recommend 
this book to our readers. It consists of 
twenty-two essays, or articles of various 
length, written in different styles and upon 
different subjects. The first essay, which 
gives its title to the volume, is geogrsphical 
in its treatment and quite original im its 
conception. The writer describes the 
different places which a maiden cousin, 
an old uncle and he himself would like 
to visit, and in this manner agreeably im- 
parts much out-of-the-way imformation. 
The last essay, on the other hand, is his- 
torical, and deals with the interesting sub- 
ject of Mediwval Provence. These two 
are the longest and the most important in 
the collection. 

The essay on ‘Greek Lhomson,’ a 
famous Glasgow architect, is only of in- 
terest to Scotsmen, who are acquainted 
with his designs. Two essays, entitled 
“People Passing’ and “ Pleasure 
Streets,” are devoted to descriptions of 
Glasgow and its inhabitants and historr. 
They are brilliant pieces of writing which 
will amply repay study. As for the rest 
of the book, that consists of short literary 
articles on Thackeray, Donne, Light in 
Poetry, and other kindred subjects. 

Mr. William Power is a Scottish 
journalist. well known from his connection 
with the Glasgow Herald. A former book 
of his, “Specimen Days in Strathclyde,” 
was well received, and dealt largely with 
Glasgow, where his life has been passed. 
As an essayist Mr. Power deserves a high 
place. He is evidently a very widely read 
man, but quite free from pedantry. His 
stvle is light, but informative, and is not 
wanting in either wit or humour; but 
these are kept in their proper place, with 
happy results. Of course, there will 
always remain a wide difference in literary 
teste. Still, if we mistake not, a very 
large proportion of those who read this 
volume will recommend it to others. A 
short extraci—the opening .passage of the 
essay on Ritual—will convey some idea of 
Mr. Power's graphic style: “ All the world 
was a stage to the melancholy Jaques, and 
probably, also, to Shakespeare. It was 
an oyster to the swords of Alexander the 
Great, of that wonderful man, Caius 
Julius Cmsar, and of that still more 
wondertul man, Napoleon Bonaparte. It 
was a Royal Court to Louis XIV. a 
seraglio to Louis XV., a drill ground to 
“Old Fritz,’’ a wardrobe to George IY.

Robert Lynd obserres in an introduction, 
is largely a revelation of personal likes 
and dislikes, and a portion of the reader's 
interest lies in noting where his opinions 
coincide, and where they are at variance, 
with those which he finds expressed. Of 
course, this will hold only if, as is here 
the case, the essential design of the work 
be not to furnish material for comparative | 
study, but simply to please. In the pur- 
suance of the latter aim, it may be re- 
marked, Sir Algernon Methuen is so 
thorough as even to abridge poems in 
which the tnspiration exhibits a tendency 
to flag.

Mr. Kevin O'Higgins (Minister for Home 
Affairs) moved Section 6:—‘‘ The power and 
authority of a Sub-Sheriff to sell any goods, 
avimals, ot other chattels taken in execution 
by ‘him shall not be prejudiced or affected 
by reason of such goods, animals or chattels 
having been out of the custody of the Under- 
Sheriff, or his custody thereof having been 
by any means interrupted at any time or 
tunes between the time of the seizure and the 
time of the actual sale of such goods, animals 
and chattels.” 

He said that cattle going by train or on 
board ship were as much in the possession 
of the Under-Sheriff as if they were con- 
sgued to hun. ‘The section smply meant 
that no interruption of actual personal cus- 
tedy would break the seizure by the Under- 
Sheriff. ' 

On a division, the section became part of 
the bill by 21 votes to 10. 


BREAKING IN. 
NO ACTION TO LIE. 


Mr. O'Higgins then moved Section 7, as 
follows :~-"‘ No action, whether for damages 
er trespass, or otherwise, shall he against 
an Under-Sheriff for or on account of his 
having entered or broken into any lands, 
house, close, or other premises, for the pur- 
pose of taking into execution any goods, 
animals, or other chattels which were. or 
might be on or in such lands, hodse,: close, 
of premises, or for or on sccount of any 
injury occasioned to snch lands, house, or 
premises, by or or in the course of such 
entry or breaking in.”’ 

Mr. Gavan Duffy moved sn emendment to 
delete the words, “whether for damages or 
trespass or otherwiee.”’

(;aven Duffy could buy a piano for £30, 
promising to pay for it in six months. He 
could also buy eight cattle at £10 a head and 
put: ther on another deputy’s land, and the 
nerson that he promised to pay for the piano 
could not seize the cattle under execution of 
the decree. He might, of course; but he 
could not go in to look for tk m unless he was 
absolutely certain that they were there. There 
was nothing harsh about this section. The 
Sherifi may enter if he had a reasonable cer- 
tainty that the cattle or goods were there, and 
he would accept an amendment on those lines, 
bat he could not accept an amendment 
putting the under-sheriff in the position that 
he should be absolu 'y certain before he 
could go into another farm or house to seize 
cattle or goods. 

On a division, the section became part of 
the bill by 32 votes to 10. 

ABSENCE OF FRAUD. 

SATISFYING A DEBT. 

Mr. O'Higgins moved that Section 8 be 
added to the bill, as follows :—‘ From and 
siter the passing of this Act, and notwith- 
standing any enactment, rule of law, or order 
to the contrary, no agtion shall lie against 
eud no penalty shall be incurred by any 
nnder-sheriff in the absence of fraud, malice, 
or gross negligence for or on account of his 
having seized or sold under any writ of 
feri facias or any decree of a Civil Bill 
Cort more goods, animals, or other chattels 
than would or might be sufficient to meet the 
full amoc.t of the debt or sum of money, 
and all costs, fees, charges, and expenses 
leviable by law (inelading this Act) under 
or by virtue of such writ or decree. 

He seid that the mending of the section 
was simp!y to safeguard the under-sherifi, 
eo that if he took reasonable care he would 
not be liable for action for seizure’ in excess 
of the debt, or plus any eh or fees. 
When it came to a question value, the 
under-sheriff might find himself in the i- 
tion that he would have insufficient g to 
meet the debt. He +’ ould be so safeguarded 
that unless malice or gross negligence could 
be proved against am he should not be

liable for action for the seizure of, goods which 
oe value for more than the amount of the 
ebt. 

Mr. FitzGibbon K.C., suggested that at the 
end of line 6, after the word “ more,” the 
words “or less” should be introduced, be- 
cause the under-sheriff was also liable. for 
under seizure. The object of the law was 
to have things done fairly, and the debtor 
should also be safeguarded against under- 
seizure. 

Mr. O’Higgins said that he thought the 
suggestion was reasonable, and he was pre- 
pared to accept it off hand. 

The words “or less” were therefore in- 
serted, and the section, as amended, became 


part of the bill. 
CIVIL BILL COURTS. 


POWERS OF THE JUDGES. 

Mr. O’Higgins moved the adoption of Sec- 
tion 10, which provided. for the places in 
which Quarter Sessions and Civil Bill Courts 
may be held. He explained that sub-section 


2 of that section enabled the judge to change 
the sitting of his court from one town to 


1 another in the same county, bus not to a 


town in another county, with the approval 
of the Minister. In the present state of 
things in the country it might happen that a 
court could be conveniently held in the town, 
and this sub-section made reasonable 
necessary provision for changing the venue. 

The clause, with its sub-section, was agreed 
to by a majority. 


SERVICE OF BILLS AND 


SUMMONSES. 


_ Bection 11 provided for the service of civil 
bills and jurors’ summonses, and the sub- 
stitution for the ordinary mode of service of 
any mode by which the judge was satisfied 
that a copy of the document did, in fact, 
ng the person reguired to be served there- 
with. 

Mr. Figgis moved to insert a new sub 
section to the effect that the County Court 
Judge may, in his discretion, rule that the 
provisions of this Act shall not apply to any 
decree or decrees, if it shall seem to him 
that they would prove harsh or injurious, 
and that the debtor or debtors are willing, 
but are, force of circumatances, unable, to 
pay, and in that case ali other statutes shall 
apply as if this Act had not been passed. 

Mr. Gorey supported the amendment, and 
mentioned that it would afford relief to farmers 


and others who were honestly waable to pay | 


their rents, owing to circumstances over which 
they had no control. 

Mr. McGoldrick (Donegal) also supported 
the amendment. 

Mr, Thomas Johnson said that the farmers’ 
representatives had: supported the bill all 
throagh, but now they were asking for special 
machinery to be put into force in respect of 
a cértain class of debt. They ought not to 
discriminate between one class of debtor and 
another. The proposed amendment, he said, 
“ inconsistent with the principle of the 
bill. 

Mr. Gerald FitzGibbon said that, even if 
the amendment were passed, those whom the 
deputies who supported it represented would 
be very gravely disappointed. The proposed 
sub-section would not relieve any debtor from 
the effect of any decree. It would not enable 
a County Court judge to put a stay upon the 
execution of a decree which was, perhaps, 
what the proposer of the sub-section intended. 

Mr. O'Higgins said that he could not accept 
the amendment. He believed that if the 
debtor made a reasonable proposal to the 
judge, the judge would put a. stay on the 
execution of the decree, and give the debtor 
a chance of paying in a way that would not 
be hard upon him. Even the Courts in the 

t were not inetruments of ression, and 

e felt, confident that the new’ Courte would 
not act in a harsh way. 


RENT SETTLEMENTS. 


Mr. P. J. Hogan, Minister of Agriculture, 
said that at the moment there was an average 
of one and a half years’ rent due, and of that 
amount there was only about ten per cent. 
for which decrees had been taken out. He 
did not believe that writs were being issued 
wholesale at the moment, but here and there 
decrees for rents were being executed. There 
were not decrees, as yet, for more than 10 
er cent. of the rents due, and there could 
be no further decrees in the County Courts, 
now that the Hilary Sessions were over, for 
about two months, and there could be no de- 
crees on foot of writs for about a month. The 
landlords, in many places, had offered certain 
reductions, and in that sense had admitted 
the necessity for reduction. Within 
the next month the landlords and tenants 
could meet, either in their county organisa- 
tions, or as suited. them, for settling their 
differnces. Some landlords and tenants had 
already settled their differences. 

If the question was approached by both 
sides—and he used the words, by both sides, 
advisedly—in a spirit of equity they could 
easily arrive at a settlement; u would be 
more satisfactory than any arrangement ira- 
posed on them by the State. No business 
man could expect the Government to ex- 
clude rents from the operations of the Act, 
having regard to the fact that there were only 
ten per cent, of the decrees at most, and that 
there was at least a month for all parties to 
come to an arrangement about the remaining 
90 per cent. ‘The farmers,” the Minister 
added, “ have a greater interest in the credit 
of the country than, perhaps, any other 
class, and I am quite confident that they 
will look at the whole question in that 
light.” 

Mr. O'Higgins said that the suggestion re- 
garding the stay of execution was not a new 
one. ~The judges in the em had always 
exercised their discretion, and he thought that 
it would be an improper thing for a vague 
expression of opinidn to be inserted in the 
bill pointing out that the judges had that 
discretion to exercise. 

On a division the amendment was defeated 
by 36 votes to 16. 

A second division was called by Mr. 
Johnson, on the ‘motion’ that the Section (11) 
stand part of the bill, 3 

The motion was carried by 38 votes to 13, 


TITLE OF THE ACT. 


MEASURE TO REMAIN IN 
FORCE FOR SIX MONTHS. 


The Minister for Home Affaire moved the 
adoption of Section 12, which cites the Act as 
the Enforcement of Law (Occasional Powers) 
Act, 1923, and provides that it shall continue 
in force for six months. . 

Mr. Figgis (Dublin County) moved as an 
amendment, to insert before this section, the 
following new section :—‘‘ Provided always 
that the provisions of this Act shall only 
apply in the case of debts incurred as a result 
of genuine trading transactions, or im th 
case of failure to pay either taxes or rates, 
and shall not apply to debts incurred as & 
result of money-lending transactions, except 
where the interest paid on such money- 
lending transactions is at the rate of 74 per 
cent. per annum or under.” 

The Minister for Home Affairs said that 
provisions were made in the Money Lenders 
Act to meet the case of unfortunate people 
who might become the. victims of money 
lenders. 

The amendment was lost, and the motion

QUESTIONS ANSWERED. 


STATUS OF DAIL EMPLOYES. 


Mr. Figgis (County Dublin) asked the 
Minister for Finance whether it was the in- 
tention of the Ministry to place employés of 
the Second Dail who were at present working 
under the Saorstat on the permanent staff, 
and, if so, what would form the basis of their 
placing in the new grades. 

The Minister for Finance replied that the 

re-truce staff of the departments of the 

nd Dail was being absorbed into the - 
manent Civil Service. The placing of these 
officers was a matter for consideration in in- 
dividual cases, as it depended upon the quali- 
fications and merits of the individual, but it 
was proposed in all cases to give pensionable 
status as from the date of original appoint- 
ment under the Dail. 


IRISH PASSPORTS, 


Mr. Figgis (County Dublin) asked the 
Minister for External Affairs, having regard 
to the provisions of Article 3 of the Con- 
stitution of Saorstat Eireann, when he pro- 
posed to issue Irish ports; and if he was 
aware that the position of Irish citizens at 
present resident in foreign countries remained 
a most anomalous one pending this decision. 

The President, replying on behalf of the 
Minister for External Affairs, said that this 
matter was under. consideration, and at pre- 
sent the Government was not in a position 
to make .any profiouncement upon it. 


TH”: RELEASE OF PRISONERS. 


Mr. Thomas Johnson (Dublin County) asked 
the Minister for Defence whether his attention 
had been called to the statements made at a 
meeting of the Dublin Corporation on Mon- 
day, 22nd. ult., by responsible public repre- 
sentatives (e.g., Senator. Mrs. Wyse Power 
and Councillor M. J. Moran), to the effect 
that prisoners who signed a document’ promis- 
ing not to take up arms against the Éis. 
ment, or aid or abet others in doing so, would 
be released. forthwith; whether this was a 
correct statement of the position, and was it 
to be inferred that those persons who were 
still detained as prisoners had refused to sign 
the document in question. 

Mr. Morrissey (Tipperary Mid., North and 
South) had another question on the subject. 
He asked the Minister for Defence whether he 
was aware that over sixty prisoners in the 
county prison, Limerick, who had signed the 
form profnising not to take up arms against 
the Government of Saorstát Eireann, or assist 
any other person in-so doing, were still de- 
tained as prisoners, and what additional test 
was required of a prisoner who had not been 
convicted of an offence to obtain release. 

The Minister for Defence, replying to both 

uestions, said that, in addition to hie signing 
the usual form of undertaking, it was uired, 
before releasing apy prisoner, that the in- 
telligence Officer and the officer commanding 
the area in which the prisoner was arrested 
should certify that the word given in the 
matter might be taken, and that the prisoner 
might be released without, in their opinion, 
danger to the public: He had not seen the 
stateménts in question, but it. might be in- 
ferred that.s large number of those persons 

still detained were persons who had. not 
| offered to sign the required form of undertak- 
ing, and, in the case of any in respect of 
whom acceptance of such an undertaking had 
been refused, it was open to them also to 
make any special statement or appeal in their 
own case. 


THE RAILWAY TO BORRIS. 


Mr. O'Callaghan (Wexford) asked the Minis- 
ter for Industry and Commerce whether he 
was aware that the limited train service be- 
tween Bagenalstown and Borris, which had 
been maintained by the Great Southern and 
Western Railway after the stoppage of the 
remainder of the branch line to Palace East 
by the wrecking of a train at Ballywilliam on 
the 11th ult., had now been entirely 
suspended; whether the only reason for the 
suspension was that the engineer in charge of 
the break-down operations at Ballywilliam 
sent the engines and carriages used on the 
Borris service to Dublin after the break-down 
train had been wrecked on another branch 
(Bagenalstown-Gowran) on the 4th ult. ; 
whether the Borris-Bagenalstown line has been 

rofitable in working, and not affected, so far, 

be any destructive attacks, and whether the 
Minister would use his influence to prevent 
the increase in the price of coal and foodstuffs 
and general dislocation of trade in Borris, by 
insisting on the railway company maintaining 
this service. 
_ The Minister for Industry and Commerce re- 
plied that the Great Southern and Western 
Railway Company stated that this section of 
its railway had been closed because the ser- 
vice it rendered was not considered essential 
under present conditions, and because it was 
befng worked at a lose. He understood, how- 
ever, that the company intended to provide, if 
possible, a special train for the weekly fairs 
at Borris. While the railway companies were 
endeavouring under difficulties to maintain 
essential services out of their own resources 
the opening or closing of particular sections 
of the line must be left largely to their dis- 
cretion. “The position of the Bagenalstown- 
Borris branch had, however, already been 
brought to his attention, and he was con- 
sidering whether he would be justified in 
pressing the company to. re-open 1t. 

The House adjourned unti] 3 p.m. to-day.

The Right Rev. Dt. W. J. Lowe, General 
Secretary and Clerk of the General Assembly 
of the Irish Presbyterian Church, said ‘that 
Sir Alexander McDowell 'was one of the 
Church’s most prominent laymen, and was 
appointed law agent, and was a member: of 
a number of committees and convener of some 
committees. Sir Alexander was interested in 
all the activities of the Church, and was a very 
consistent attender at the General Assembly, 
especially: for twenty years before he died, 
and -very often spoke at the Assembly, when 
he could advance the business in hand. 

Witness said he did not know. of the £20,000 
bequest until after the death of Sir Alexander- 
McDowell, in 1918. ssp i 

Evidence was given by Mr. and Mrs. 
Thomas McCartney, béth ‘of Whotn declared 
that the deceased lady attended Albert street 
Presbyterian Church, and wasa good, re- 
ligious woman. She was a wise, sensible 
woman with a mind of her own. 7 

Serjeant Hanna said the defendants did 
not call any further evidence, and asked for 
a direction on the grounds. that there was 
no evidence of undue influence, and no evi- 
dence of want of knowledge and approval. 

Mr. Murphy, K.C., submitted there was 
evidence of undue influence. : 

The Lord Chief Justice—What is it? “. 

Mr. Murphy—There is the opportunity. 
I agree that is not enough. Secondly, there 
is the fact that the person against whom 
undue influence is alleged stands in the very 
special relationship. He stands in the re- 
lation not merely as solicitor, but as a per 
son who had control of this lady’s entire 
financial arrangements. The control went 
so far that all letters were brought down 
to Sir Alexander McDowell's office un- 
opened, and they never came back. It is 
admitted that he was acting as *clicitor 
from the death of William Wallace Fulton, 
who had an estate of £70,000, and, according 
to the evidence, a lady who was entitled ab- 
solutely to that entire estate, was living on 
the income of £5,000, and even during the 
son’s lifetime she was living on the sum of 
£20 a month. Under these circumstances 
there was evidence the jury must consider as 
to the special relationship between Sir Alex- 
ander McDowell and the deceased. i 

After further argument, the Lord Chief 
Justice said he was not prepafted to withdraw 
the case from the jury. 

Mr. Murphy, K.C., addressing the jury, 
said that they knew from the evidence of Sir 
Alexander McDowell’s great and vital in- 
terest in his Church, on they alsq knew his 
position with regard to the old lady. No 
improper motive was suggested against Sit 
Alexander McDowell, because he may have 
thought it wonld be an excellent thing for 
the money to go to charity. The clause was 
really Sir Alexander McDowell's clause, and 
there was nothing to show that the old lady 
understood it or appreciated its effects. 

Serjeant Hanna, in reply, pointed out that 
evidence had been given that the whole of 
the accounts kept by Sir Alexander McDowell 
for Mrs. Falton had been audited, and found 
in order, and that Mrs. Fulton had given 
legacies to thirty-one of her relatives. 

The jury found for the defendants, and a 
decree of probate was given with costs against 
the plaintiff.

Again; he says that he would like to see

We welcoms that 
statement, but we are constrained to ask the 
Minister when he really intends to carry out 
that dictum so far as the lay secondary teacher 
is concerned and how he proposes do it.

Eas constructive method by which the 
inking-up .of the two systems can be best 
effected is that which will, in the first place, 
waise the.stoka oí the secondary teacher to 
that of the primary teacher, and then further 
raise that level for all? 

Dr. MacNeill’s declaration that there was 
no country in which there was more general 
zeal for education than in Ireland . naturally 
pre-supposes, from the national point.of view, 
an equal zeal for the right. and well-being of 
the teachers. The Minister has now a golden 
opportunity to encourage and direct that 
educational real by placing the lay secondary 
teachers in the position to which he admits 
they are entitled, and thus remove from TIre- 
land’s fair fame one of the fonlest blots of two 
generations. Will he not act up to the triist 
reposed by the Irish people in an [Irish 
Minister for Irish education? . 

Dr. MacNeill appears to think financia! diffi- 
culties bar his way. We cannot agree that 
there is any inherent financial barrier to the 
adjustment of our claims. _ The State now 
Bears the cost of the salaries of some 16,000 
or 18.000 national teachers; the establishment 
of salary scales for secondary teachers would 
affect about one-tenth of that nufnber; and a 
superannuation fund for secondary teachers 
would, in its initial stage, cost no more than 
£6,000 or £8,000. We cannot believe that the 
Minister should experience any difficulty in 
finding the comparatively small sum that 
would be necessary to finance salary scales and 
pensions for secondary teachers. 

_ We again appeal to the Minister for Eduea- 
tion to put his theories into practical operation, 
and to start his reforms logically by granting 
now to secondary teachers an adequate pro- 
fessional status.—Yours, etc.,

_Srr,—I. would like to ask the Minister of 
Education, through your hospitable columns, 
when all this uncertainty as to the new pro- 
gramme for secondary schools and the means 
to be employed in working it is to end. 

Headmasters, assistant - masters, and 
students sre constantly asking: Is this the 
final year for the Intermediate, as ‘we have 
known it? Is there any use in further work- 
ing this sickly and dying thing? Dr. MacNeill, 
as a professor, knows how ansatisfactory, 
unfair, and rous this state of things is, 
even from the students’ point of view. 

The question ‘of co-ordination has been 
mentioned. It is moonshine to speak of co- 
urdinating the so-called secondary system with 
other systems, for there is no secondary 
ay stem. 

We have a makeshift built up by purely 
private enterprise, and then grafted upon at 
various points. You cannot, I submit, co- 
ordinate if there is on one side nothing to 
co-ordinate with. Besides, with the present 
anxious times for the Government, all 
visionary, unbusiness-like, and revolutionary 
echemes should be dropped. 

My proposition is: Make the so-called 
secondary system a real living system, and 
constructed in stch a manner that, at a 
future and early (if possible) date, the scheme 
may with ease be dove-tailed into and co- 
ordinated with the other systems. . This is 
the most crying need in Irish education 
to-day. 

The scheme with its programme could be 
ready by September for the schdols and 
colleges. 

To all this there is one great stumbling 
block which I have not lost sight of. Will 
the scheme work! Will the scheme be 
worked! 

The Minister. of Education can answer 
readily, for he has the resolution of an 
extraordinary general meeting (April '22) 
of secondary teachers declining to have hand 
or act in any new programme or new scheme 
unless the concession of their just claims was 
embodied in that scheme: These claims are 
too well known by the Government. 

Unpatriotic of those teachérs, some may say, 
As well argue that the new Seanad is un- 
patriotic because it voted its members sub- 
stantial payment before it began its arduous 
labours, and one body does State work just 
as the other. : 

Secondary teachers have rights ás well as} 
duties, and are determined to stand up for 
these rights. Settlement of the question is

It 1 interpret correctly the Minister's 
statement, I take it that primary and 
secondary teachers will in the future receive 
the same training at the expense of the 
‘State; the conditions for registration as a 
secondary teacher will ho. longer be of 
account, and the funds available for educa- 
tion will be distributed impartially. 

'At pfesent, for the purposés of prepara- 
tion for his profession, the primary teacher 
has had to pass an entrance examination and 
spend two years in a residential training 
college, the entire cost: being defrayed by the 
State. The ‘initial salary of the primary 
teacher is £170, and the teacher can hope to 
‘reach & marimum of over, 2600 a year. 

‘The secondary teacher is required to 
follow, at his own expénse, a four years’ 
coursé in a University College, taking a 
degree in Arts or Science apd’ a” higher 
diploma in Education, and to: spend a 


a recognised 
registered as a secondary teachér. The 
initial avera salary of the secondary 
teacher is less than £3 10s. a week, and the 
marimum salary is the same as the minimum. 
And‘for this income. all his time, money and 
energy have been invested ! 

Thus, the primary teacher, with his better 
salary and prospects, his shorter period of 
training and his assured position, has good 
reason to congratulate himself. He may rise 
to the highest rank in his profession ; and 
he gets preference in appointments to In- 
spectorships. and training college staffs. 
The secondary teacher can never hope “o 
attain the dignity of headmaster, so that 
even. under reformed conditions he would 
still be handicapped, his more arduous work 
and longer training notwithstanding. . 

To my. mind, it is premature to discuss 
the future of the secondary teacher until 
something has been done to relieve his im- 
mediate wants. Great changes are about to 
be made in secondary education, new pro- 
grammes have been drafted; but no legisla- 
tion in the interests of the secondary teacher 
has been introduced, or even made mention 
Oh.

France’s Folly. 
The news from Germany is becoming 
The French military 
authorities in the Ruhr Valley have 
burned their boats. From to-day onward 
no coal will leave the Ruhr for unoceu- 
pied Germany, unless it is destined for 
Italy. For the present the French 
ennounce that they will not imtertere 
with food trains, or, indeed, with any- 
thing except coal; but they have given 
the Germans clearly to understand that. 
in the event of further recalcitrance, the 
frontier between the Ruhr and Germany 
will be closed altogether. As our London 
Correspondent remarks, ‘this decision 
amounts to the virtual annexation of the 
Ruhr Valley by the French. All pretence 
of observing the Treaty of Versailles 
apparently has been abandoned; for, bad 
as that instrument undoubtedly is, it 
makes no provision of any kind for the 
annexation of German territory. France, 
however, has taken the bit between her 
teeth. The amount of coal which she has 
got from the Ruhr mines since her soldiers 
marched into Essen would be hardly 
enough to cook the dinner of a single 
division. Yet she seems to be determined 
to pursue her coercive policy to the bitter 
end, cost what it may. Genera] Degoutte 
has seized the German Customs through- 
out the area under his control, and now 
holds the whole Rhineland, except the 
sphere of Briiish

No Freight War. 


Last night it was announced that the 
threatened “freight war” between the 
Australian Government and the British 
shipping companies had been averted. 
During the war, on Mr. Hughes's initia- 
tive, the Commonwealth authorities pur- 
chased a fleet of steamers in order to 
ensure that Australia’s export trade would 
suffer as lightly as possible from the effects 
of the German U-boat campaign. The 
ships cost a great deal of money, but they 
proved a profitable investment. When the 
shipping boom was at its height, several 
first-class vessels were added te the fleet, 
and for some time these steamers have 
been lying idle. Ever since the inception 
of the line the management has been at 
loggerheads with what are known ae the 
conference lines on the questions of ser- 
vices and rebates, and on Tuesday there 
was what amounted to a declaration of 
war. At one sweep the rates on general 
cargo carried by the Commonwealth Line 
were reduced by 10s. a ton. The mianage- 
ment contended that the time was’ ripe 
for this step, and that it would give a 
much-needed fillip to trade. That, of 
course, is a matter for serious doubt; for

Our Daily Bread. 


Men engaged in driving a bargain, or 
otherwise anxious to convince others with 
whom they are dealing of their inflexible 
fixity of purpose, invariably say a great 
deal more than they mean, and it is not 
unlikely that Mr. Thomas Foran, in out- 
lining a possible strike of the bakers, the 
bakers’ van drivers, the boys who bring 
the bakers’ assistants their dinner pails, 
and, in short, everybody closely or re- 
motely connected with the business of 
supplying the public with bread, is merely 
trying to make our flesh creep. The 
object, needless to say, is that the public's 
dire extremity may ,result is pressure 
being brought to bear on the millers to 
forego the cut in their employés’ wages 
which they declare to be imperative, and 
to resist which the flour-mill workers have 
gone on strike. The strike, as such, 
threatens to be ebortive because Ireland, 
which imports seventy-fire per cent. of its 
flour already, can easily import the 
balance. A strike of bakers and bread- 
van drivers is another matter, and wonld 
cause great inconvenience to the people 
of Dublin. On’ the other: hand, ‘to 
speak of a possible bread famine is io 
exaggerate matters. There are few houses 
in Dublin that do not boast an oven, end 
wherever there is an oven bread can be 
baked. Mr. Foran made it quite clear that 
he was outlining a possible, and not an 
intended, step on the part of the sympa- 
thetic bakers, and se it is too early to yo 
into the ethics of such a proceeding. It 
suffices at this time to say that the pro 
cess of fixing the wages in one trade by 
inconveniencing the public with a strike 
of the workers in another trade has no 
support in morals, reason cr common- 
sense. 


Soldiers’ Settlement. 


The news that the Commissioner of the 
Soldiers’ Settlement Board will sail shortly 
from Canada ior England to make terms 
with ex-soldiers who desire to take farms 
in Canada will interest some, at least. of 
the many ex-Service men in this country 
to whom, presumably, any offer made by 
the Canadian authorities will be open 
equally with their British comrades of the 
Great War. In a sense Ireland must be 
sorry to lose such men, because it is 
always the best that go first as well as 
farthest. But their room is needed here, 
and their energies are needed in Canada. 
There “will still be left behind far more 
farmers and potential Jandowners' than 
any land purchase scheme the Government 
can devise will satisfy. The terms upon 
which it will be possible for these ex- 
soldiers to take up their Canadian hold- 
ings have still to be explained. Capital of 
some sort 18 necessary, in the first place, 
to get the pioneer and his family to their 
farm, and also to provide machinery and 
implements, a modest house and appur- 
tenances, fencing, seeds, and so forth 
No doubt, the scheme which the Com- 
missioner comes to unfold involves a sub- 
stantial joan to the ex-soldier pioneer,*re- 
payable as his holding begins to grow 
profiteble, and, no doubt, also a smal! 
amount of capital wil] have to be found 
by the pioneer himself. Doubtless many 
of the young Irishmen who would be glad 
to settle in Canada have fathers or uncles 
who could well equip them with the smal! 
capital which they would require,

THE DUNLOP COMPANY. 

Before finally passing from the subject of 
the Dunlop Company, however, I wish to re- 
call and amplify the remarks which I made 
at the annual general meeting of that Com 
pany, held last February, so that certain facts 
may be present to your minds when Bir 
Arthur Dickinson makes his statement As 
my remarks on that occasion mainly had 
reference to the internal affairs of the Dunlop 
Company, Sir Arthur Dickinson could not, of 
eourse. be familiar with them at first hand ; 
and as they were made before the appoint- 
ment of the Committee of Investigation, which 
ia now sitting, they may be referred to again 
without it appearing that I have in any way 
to anticipate matters upon which that Com- 
mittee has to report. At that meeting I re- 
called that I had acted as General Manager, 
Managing Director, or Chairman of the Dun- 
lop Company for over 22 years—that is, from 
1896 until 1919. During that time the 
business showed uninterrupted progress. ‘The 
profits increased year by year, dividends were 
regularly paid, and large reserves were created 
out of undistributed profits. Mr. Hely and Mr. 
Robert Watson, .two of your present 
directors, wefe also directors of the Dunlop 
Company and my valued colleagues during the 
whole of that period. 

In August, 1917. while the war was still im 
progress, the shareholders of this company, in 
general meeting, decided to sell its holding of 

rdinary Shares of the Dunlop Rubber Com 
pany, which represented over 70 per cent. oí 
all the Ordinary Shares then issued, and to re- 
invest the proceeds in Dunlop Preference 
Shares. We accordingly subscribed and paid 
for the Dunlop ‘‘C’’ Preference Shares, which 
still constitute our chief investment. It was 
agreed with the purchasers of the Ordinary 
Shares. who had formed themselves into the 
Dunlop Pool, and it was, in fact, stipulated 
by them, that in the best interests of the 
Dunlop Company its management should re- 
main unaltered. Accordingly, existing service 
agreements were extended to secure thig end, 
and some nec new ones were entered 
into. The business of the Dunlop Company 
was carried on successfully by the old manage- 
ment for a year or more after that date, to the 
satisfaction of both the old and the new share- 
holders. The original Dunlop Pool did not 
seek or desire to control the direction or 
management of the Dunlop Company. By 
mutoal agreement they had nominated three 
directors who were acceptable to the Board. 
Later on, however, in 1918 the Dunlop Pool 
was re-erranged under a scheme for which Mr. 
Szarvasy has claimed the credit, and he, 
through his own interest and that of his 
roup, became an important participant in the 

and one of its managers. 

The Pool, through its solicitors, subsequently 
demanded iw go“ & ~ soir and 
management of the Dunlop Company. it was 
put to the old Dunlop Board by the Pool 
representatives that, as the holders of the

STRONG REPRESENTATIONS TO MR. 

- SZARVASY. 

In the discussions which took piace at that 
time—January, 1921—1 felt it my duty to 
make strong representations to Mr. Szarvas) 
and the Dunlop Board, on behalf of the Pie. 
ference shareholders. 1 pointed out that the 
Preference shareholders were not responsible 
for the failure of the new administration, 
they had not been allowed to participate in 
bonuses, and could not share in the antici 
pated profits from the American subsidiary for 
which they were then being asked to make 
sacrifices. 1 contended that they should not 
be expected to weaken their preferential posi- 
tion without some compensation, however in- 
adequate, in the form of a slightly increased 
dividend and some farther voting rights. This 
view wag eventually accepted by the Duniop 
Board, and agreement upon it was upani- 
mously reached; but 1 need not disguise frum 
you that my position then and since has, in 
consequence, been neither pleasant nor easy, 
and | certainly prefer to be relieved of the 
sole responsibility of a second discussion uf a 
similar nature. I think it would be better, 
therefore, so far as this company is concerned, 
that others should in future conduct such 
negotiations strictly on their merits and quite 
independently of all extraneous considera- 
tions, 

The Preference shareholders in February, 
1921, gave their assent to the changes subse- 
quently proposed, and their dividends and vot- 
ing rights were, im consequence, increased. 
The changes have proved to be far-reaching, 
and have so far resulted to the detriment cf the 
Preference shares, These changes were agreed 
to, however, m the interests of the general 
body of sharéholders of the Dunlop Company 
itself, and, in my view, rightly agreed to, 
although it was clearly recognised at the 
time that the alternative of a winding up of 
the Dunlop Company, under which the be. 
ference capital would have been returned )n- 
tact to the holders, would have been the 
most cautious solution for the Preference 
shareholders. That would, however, have 
been a most drastic and selfish course to 
adopt, and this company refused to consider 
it, preferring to act in the general interests of 
all the shareholders of the Dunlop -iudbe 
Company.

£1,000.000 of Ordinary Shares, of which 
latter class the Parent ‘Tyre Company owned 
over 70 per cent 

The position of the Dunlop Company, 4: 
disclosed in it balance sheet of August, 
1918, was eminently salisiactory. Over a 
period of 18 years, from 1900, it had in- 
creased its annual earnings from £34,000 to 
£649.000, had distributed substantial div- 
dends, built up a reserve fund of £300,000, 
hesides writing off its assets of goodwill to 
the amount óf a further £200,000, and in the 
previous January had distributed, as a bonus 
to its shareholders, £500,000 in Ordinary 
Shares. 

SALE OF DUNLOP SHARES. 

In August 1917, the Parent Lyre (Company 
soid it holding of Ordinary ahare: which 
had been standing at a low price on the 
market, to a syndicate, composed of Messrs. 
White, Ormrod, and others, for £4 pe 
share with a stipulation that all other 
holders of Ordinary Shares should be offered 
the same price. As a result, the syndicate 
acquired about 850,000 of the £1,008,000 
issued Ordinary capital, and this holding 
was formed by them into what became known 
as the Dunlop pool. 

No change was at this time made in the 
management of the companw The capital of 
the Dunlop Company was increased about the 
same time by the creation of £5,000,000 of 
“OC” Pref. Shares, which the Parent Tyre 
contracted to take up as and when issued. 

The progress of the Dunlop Company con- 
tinued, and its profits for the year ended 
August 31, 1919, amounted to £1,568,000. 
In March, 1919, as the Chairman has told 
vou, the management was entirely changed, 
but the effect of the change was not at once 
apparent. In January, 1920, £1,000,000 of 
Ordinary Shares were issued at £8 each. In 
September. of the same year, £5,000,000 of 
Ordinary Shares were issued at 30s. each, and 
about the same time a bonus in shares of 
£7.500.000 was distributed to the Ordinary 


shareholders out of the premiums received on { 


the former terms. This left the reserve fund 
standing at £2,768,000. : 

Unfortunately, during this period of pros- 
perity, when money was being obtained so 
easily, no effective steps were takeu to raise 
sufficient capital for the needs of the Ameri- 
can Dunlop Company, which was then in the 
process of erecting plant and establishing at: 
self on an ambitious scale, and during the 
same .period enormous forward contracts ior 
rubber and cotton were entered into. 


THE FINANCIAL CRISIS, 

Then the financial crisis occurred, which 
was not confined to this country. On 2rd 
February, 1921, with the annual report for 
the year ended August 31, 1920, which 
showed a profit of £2,164,000, a circular was 
issued by the Dunlop Company, calling at- 
tention to financial difficulties arising out of 
heavy purchases on forward, contracts and out 
of the difficult problem of financing the 
American Company. It was not plainly 
stated that large losses might be expected, 
but it appeared that Mr. Szarvasy had been 
called in, and appointed temporary Chair- 
man, and the resignations of several of the 


directors appointed by Pool had been ac- 


cepted.

BALANCE OF TRADE, 

This approach of the £ to the par of ex 
change meant in the last resort that our excess 
of imports over exports must have been more 
than balanced by invisible exports, and that 
they must have had during the year a favour- 
able balance of at least the amount, £25 
millions, which they had provided towards the 
repayment of our debt to the United States. 
The efforts which had been made on the part 
of masters and men alike to reduce the cost of 
production were already bearing fruit, and 
through reduced prices they were on the way 
to recover the ition which they held in 
international trade before the war. 

BURDEN OF TAXATION. 

Of course, they felt the burden of taxation 
which honesty involves; they felt it very 
acutely, and it can be no cause for wonder if 
complaints are loud at times and the outcry 
for relief becomes urgent. So far aa the cry 
takes the form of an insistence on reduced 
expenditure, the one means by which taxation 
can be legitimately reduced, it must have all 
their sympathy. One wishes one could feel 
more confidence that this reduction is being 
pursued and enforced with all the rigour which 
it requires. To that end they should strain ail 
their energies. But when one sees suggestions 
that we should not attempt to pay our way, 
that we should accept a deficit in the Budget 
and borrow the money in order to relieve the 
burden of the moment by throwing It vaguely 
somewhere on the future, then it is time to 
raise the voice of protest. That is the start 
on the fatal slope of inflation, Germany 
showed the end towards which it leads. It 
meant a reduction of taxation by the most 
cruel and unjust form of capital levy, a levy 
the ehief weight of which will fall on savings, 
irrespective of the capacity of the owner to 
bear the burden, a levy which will be as heavy 
on the owner of a single War Savings Certifi- 
cate as on the proprietor of a million pounds’ 
worth of stock, while it would spare entirely 
the gambler in oils or rubber or gold. That 
was a capital levy which no one can possibly 
defend except the industrial interests which 
look to profit by it. 

INFLATION NO REMEDY. 

Naturally there was everywhere a tendency 
to shift the burden on to one’s neighbour, if it 
could possibly be done. In Russia the whole 
burden had been thrown on the well-to-do, 
who had been exterminated, with the result 
that the proletariat had been reduced to 
starvation and some two or three millions had 
died of famine. In Germany, by the device of 
inflation, the burden had been thrown upon 
the middle classes and the thrifty, who had 
seen their savings taken from them and handed 
over to industrial ''profiteers, who had passed 
on to their workmen just a living wage. Un- 


employment had been avoided for a time out |. 


of the pockets of the steady-going citizens, but 
a larger sum by far had been passed on to men 
of the class of Herr Stinnes, and, one was in- 
clined to believe, removed for investment out- 
side Germany. Inflation in Germany had 
proved an extraordinarily wasteful and ill. 
applied dole for unemployment. Here at home 
they had at least avoided any camouflage in 
the matter. 


THE CONTINENTAL OUTLOOK, 

But the immediate problem of unemploy- 
ment depends on the prospect of such sn 
early improvement in trade and industry as 
will afford the natural, and, therefore, most 
efficient, remedy for the present troubles. It 
must be confessed that the Continental out- 
look at least was not encouraging. The re 
cent action of France on the Ruhr could only 
be viewed with the gravest anxiety, the 
more so as it serves to complete the economic 
collapse which German” had already been, 
to all appearauces, rapidly approaching. It 
was clearly impossible to hope for any great 
revival of trade from any of their old cus- 
tomers in Central Europe, whose recovery 
was entirely bound up with that of Ger 
many ; and they must draw what little con- 
solation they could from the fact that so im 
portant an industrial rival as Germany had 
practically withdrawn from competition, e 
cept for certain classes of goods where s! 
holds a monopoly—notably dye-stuffs. Look 
ing further East, it was clear that Russia, 
in an almost moribund condition, was making 
tentative advances towards a revival of the 
capitalist system, which has been so ruth 
lessly annihilated; but no recovery for Eng 
lish trade can be looked for in that quarter, 
so long as no confidence whatever could be 
placed in the good faith of the governing 
CiAass., 

PROSPECTS OF REVIVAL. 

But, in spite of all this, there were deti 
nite signs of a strong trade revival, which 
was already doing something to diminish un 
employment, and seemed likely before long 
to do a great deal more. They would have 
seen the encouraging reports of recovery in 
the papers, and these were fully confirmed 
by the returns which we receive from our 
our managers in the different industrial 
centres: The coal trade was very active, and 
exports were growing. It was noteworthy 
that the United States and Canada were 
taking our coal, and offer markets which are 
largely new, and will, it was confidently 
hoped, be permanent. At the same time, :t 
must be noted with regret that the profits 
are poor, and that the miners in many dis- 
tricts obtain their minimum wage only by 
heavy drafts upon the share of the surplus 
which is recognised as duly belonging to the 
owners. In the textile industries, though 
cotton was depressed, wool was doing wel]. and 
the hosiery trade has fully maintained the 
activity which was observable twelve months 
ago.
